. WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) 
The Government today ordered 
steel price ceilings boosted by the 
nearly $3 a ton allowed under 
the Capehart amendment to the 
Price Controls Act. This is one- 
fourth of what the industry said 
it needed to put union demanded 
wage boosts into effect. 
The order went from Economic 
Stabilizer Roger L. Pitnam, to the 
Office of Price Stabilization. 
Putnam said it probably would 
be next week before he will be 
ready to recommend the amount 
of wage increase which the Gov- 
ernment will decree for workers 
in the seized steel industry. 
Putnam told reporters he 
thought the steel industry should 
be given an early opportunity to 
take advantage of the Capehart 
increase—which allows producers 
to be compensated for cost in- 
creases from the start of the 
Korean war to July 26, 1951. 
Such a Capehart increase would

WASHINGTON, April 23 (UP) 
—CIO President Philip Murray 
‘accused the steel industry today 
of deliberately creating a wage 
crisis in order to “blackmail” the 
Government into approving over- 
the-ceiling price increases. 

Murray said industry leaders 
wanted to use the threat of a steel 
strike as a “smoke screen for an 
all-out effort to dictate” the 
terms under which they would 
supply steel for national defense. 

The CIO chief, who also heads 
the United Steel Workers, testi- 
fied before the Senate Labor 
Committee, one of several Capi- 
tol Hill groups investigating the 
steel dispute. 

Calls Steel Man a Liar. 

Murray accused John A. Steph- 
ens, vice president of United 
States Steel Corp., of having told 
- the committee “a diabolical, dirty, 
reprehensible lie” about steel 
workers’ earnings. 

Murray referred to Stephens’s 
testimony before the committee 
yesterday. He pointed out that 
Stephens submitted a chart which 
said average hourly earning in 
the steel industry amount this 
year to $1.90 an hour. 

“I say to you that is not only 
a lie, but it is a diabolical, dirty 
reprehensible lie. Mr. Stephens 
knew he was lying when he made 
that statement yesterday.” 

Murray said Stephens, in re- 
sponse to a request, wrote the 
union in January 1951, that av- 
erage straight time hourly earn- 
ings amounted then to $1.78 an 
hour. Murray put Stephens’s let- 
ter into the record and said there 
has been no change in the rate. 

It appeared that Stephens was 
talking about one rate and Mur- 
ray another. Stephens’s average 
hourly rate presumably would in- 
clude overtime, while the straight 
time rate Murray cited quite 
clearly did not. Murray told the 
committee, however, that Steph- 
ens had given the group the im-

‘BOB’ AND ‘IKE’ WILL 
COUNT ON BALLOTS 
IN MASSACHUSETTS 


BOSTON, April 23 (AP)—Nick- 
names must be ‘counted for Sena- 
tor Taft and Gen, Eisenhower in 
next Tuesday’s Massachusetts pri- 
mary. 

Attorney General Francis E. 
Kelly, acting on the request of 
the State Senate for a ruling, 
said today: 

“Dwight D. Eisenhower is the 
legal name of one of the Republi- 
can candidates. He is prominently 
known as ‘Ike’ which may be a 
contraction of either his first 
or last name. None of the other 
known candidates is thus re- 
ferred to. It would appear that 
writing’ my preference for the 
Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent of the United States is“Ike”, 
is intended to refer to Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 

“The name ‘Bob’ is undoubt- 
edly a contraction of the christ- 
ian name ‘Robert.’ None of the 
known candidates for the Repub- 
lican nomination for president is 
named ‘Robert’ other than Robert 
Robert A. Taft.” 


12,000,000 POUNDS 
OF PORK BOUGHT BY 
U.S. TO AID PRICES 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) 
—The Agriculture Department 
bought 12,000,000 pounds of pork 
products yesterday. It acted un- 
der a new program designed to 
help divert “temporary burden- 
some surpluses” from the nation’s 
meat market. 

Officials said they hope this 
and additional purchases will help 
increase producer prices of hogs, 
which have been at relatively low 
levels for many months. The 
pork will be donated to the Gov- 
ernment-sponsored school lunch 
program. 

The purchase program was un- 
dertaken at the urging of some 
congressmen who said they feared 
present pork prices would dis- 
courage production and result in 
a future shortage. 

The Department is also in the 
market for eggs, prices of which 
have been at levels unsatisfactory 
from the producers’ standpoint. 


EISENHOWER STILL ILL IN BED, 
NO COMMENT ON PRIMARIES 


Doctor Says He Hopes to Get 
General Back to His Desk 
Tomorrow. 


PARIS, April 23 (AP) — Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower still was 
abed today with a cold and throat 
infection and aides said it was 
“impossible” to ask his comment 
on results of the New York and 
Pennsylvania presidential primary 
elections. 

Maj. Gen. Howard M. Snyder, 
surgeon general at Eisenhower's 
headquarters near here, said the 
general’s condition is improving 
and “we hope to get him back to 
his desk tomorrow.”

173 Still Hold Out, Want

JACKSON, Mich., April 23 (AP) 
— Heavily-armed state . police 
smashed a plot of Southern Michi- 
gan prison’s mutineers to break 
into the prison arsenal today. 

The barricaded convicts, using 
the lives of 10 prison-guard hos- 
tages as a bargaining weapon, 
meantime demanded that Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams enter peace ne- 
gotiations. 

State police upset a plot to 
smash into a tunnel leading from 
the convicts’ fortress cell block 
»15 to the administration build- 
ing, which contains the prison’s 
big arsenal. 

The convicts, continuing a 
piecemeal bargaining operation, 
released a fourth hostage, H. S 
Carrier, a prison guard whom 
they had held since Sunday night. 

In freeing Carrier the muti- 
neers made good on a pledge to 
give him up because of ‘“‘courtesy” 
shown them by officials in talks 
over terms to settle their revolt. 
Carrier’s wife, Velma, was waiting 
with open arms for him as he 
was set free. 

Originally 13 guards were held 
by the convicts. Three other 
guards besides Carrier previously 
had been reelased, one because 
of age, another because of ill- 
ness and a third in a voluntary 
deal involving yesterday’s radio 
broadcast by one of the rioters. 

(Earl Ward, 28-year-old crim- 
inal psychopath and leader of 
the convicts has refused to budge 
or surrender, the United Press 
reported. Ward said the mu- 
tineers must have further guar- 
antees against punishment, and 
surrender terms “need clarify- 
ing.”

STASSEN'S FADING 
AND EISENKOWER'S 
POWER SURPRISE 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Landslide, Possibly by 
675,000 Votes — Gets 
Most of New York 
Delegates.

PHILADELPHIA, April 23 — 


That, in brief, is the story of 


“fustest with the mostest.” 


Pennsylvania, rather than New 
York, was considered the fore- 
most clue to public opinion, since 
Pennsylvania was holding not 
only a contest for delegates but: 
also a presidential preferential 
primary, sometimes described as 
a popularity poll or a “beauty 
contest.” 
Eisenhower Landslide. 


In Pennsylvania’s presidential 
preference primary, Eisenhower 
ran so far ahead of the other can- 
didates, Senator Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio and Harold E. Stassen, it 
amounted to a landslide and was 
hardly a contest at all. Eisenhow- 
er also won more supporters on 
Pennsylvania’s 70-vote delegation 
to the Republican national con- 
vention in Chicago next July than 
Taft did. | 

Eisenhower, whose name Was 

on yesterday’s primary ballot, 
rolled up a margin that may 
reach 675,000 over Taft, his chief 
nomination rival. Taft kept his 
name off. the ballot and asked 
supporters not to writ it in, but 
many of them did. 
Former Gov. Harold E. Stassen 
of Minnesota, on the ballot with 
Eisenhower, was a poor third. 
The count, from 8385 of the 
state’s 8421 precints: 
Eisenhower 847,420, Taft 172,- 
829, Stassen 121,151. 

Eisenhower forces captured six 
or eight delegates in the Pitts- 
burgh area, the only contests 
where rival Taft-Eisenhower 
slates were entered. 

Poll Shows Delegates Divided. 


But the standing of the teams 
— including the 60 delegates 
elected in districts yesterday and 
the 10 chosen at large previously 
— was indicated by “Associated 
Press polls as 20 Republicans 
leaning toward Eisenhower, 18 
favoting Taft, 31 uncommitted 
even privately and one contest 
not séttled. 

The uncommitted group largely 
is expected to follow whatever 
lead Gov. John S. Fine takes at 


In New York, there was no 
presidential popularity poll, no 
beauty contest. All that was in- 
volved in the Empire State was 
competition for New York's 96- 
vote delegation to the Chicago 
convention, the largest from any 
of the 48 states, Pennsylvania's 
being second largest. 


In the Empire State, as in the 
Keystone State, Eisenhower 
scored an overwhelming victory. 
Seldom, if ever, has a tyro poli- 
tician done so well in the two 
most populous states of the unio 
Victories for Eisenhower in both 
states has been predicted, but un- 
predictable was the tremendous 
margin of triumph. 


Eisenhower evidently was as- 
sured of 85 or 90 of New York’s 
96 national convention votes. 


Standing in Delegates. 


(The latest Associated Press 
tabulation shows Taft with 233 
delegates to 209 for Eisenhower, 
0 603 needed for the nomina- 

on.

There were three surprises in 
the Pennsylvania election returns: 

1.,The amazing easy walk- 
away by Eisenhower in a state 
where Taft and Stassen, who 
began running for President 
here in 1940, have been strong 
in the past. Moreover, the Re- 
publican organization, split into 
two factions in most states, is 
divided into three groups in 
William Penn’s country. One 
group headed by Senator Jim 
Duff went all out for Eisen- 
hower, a second captained by 
former Senator Joe Grundy, 
high-tariff lobbyist, lined up 
behind Taft, and a third dom- 
inated by Gov. John S. Fine 
professed neutrality, as if any- 
one ever was neutral in Penn- 
sylvania politics. 

2. Surprise No. 2 was Harold 
Stassen’s fadeaway in his 
adopted state, where, next to 
his native Minnesota, he was 
expected to make a fair show- 
ing. Like Eisenhower, Stassen 
had his name printed on the

INQUIRY 1S TOLD 


Agents Testify on Unre- 
ported Funds for 1945- 
50 — Joseph D. Nunan 


Jr. Fails to Appear, 
Pleads Illness,

WASHINGTON, April 23—The 
House subcommittee investigating 
tax scandals was told today that 
Joseph D. Nunan Jr., former in- 
ternal revenue commissioner, had 
more than $161,000 in unex- 
plained or unreported income for 
the years 1945 through 1950. 

The testimony was given by 
Andres Saldana of New York and 
William B. Carnes of Atlanta, 
revenue agents assigned to a spe- 
cial investigation of Nunan’s ac- 
counts. Nunan, himself, had been 
called to testify today but failed 
to appear, pleading illness 
through his lawyer. 

Saldana. told ‘the committee 
that although Nunan told them 
he had no canceled checks or rec- 
ords for the six-year period in 
question, they were able to es- 
tablish through. bank records and 
brokerage accounts cash deposits 
of $97,328 which were not re-| 
flected in Nunan’s income tax re- 
turns. In addition, he said, there 
were deposits of checks totaling 
$35,683, similarly unreported or 
explained. 

$15,000 Unreported in 1944. 

Other items uncovered brought 
the total of unexplained receipts 
to $161,609, which did not include 
a similar itein of $15,000 received 
in 1944 and unreported in his re- 
turn for that year, Saldana said. 

Whether all the items were 
properly classifiable as income for 
tax purposes the agents were un- 
able to say because Nunan refused 
to explain what some of the items 
were, they testified. Nunan was 
head of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau from early in 1944 to June 
30, 1947, when he resigned. 

At this point, Adrian W. De- 
Wind, committee counsel, re- 
"minded Chairman Cecil R. King 
(Dem.), California, that Nunan, 
testifying in executive session 
earlier, had refused to answer 
questions about this unreported 
income on the ground that his 
answers might tend to incrim- 
inate him. 

Asked by DeWind if they had 
found all of Nunan’s legal fees 
properly reported, the agents said 
that in 1945 a fee of $2478 had 
been omitted from his return. 
The agents said this was a for- 
warding fee from the law firm 
of Glass & Lynch, New York. 

One of the partners told the 
agents the fee involved the Grove 
Laboratories of St. Louis in a 
case before the Pure Food and 
Drug Administration. There was 
an earlier fee of $3333 from the 
same New York law firm which 
likewise was not reported. 

Grove Unaware of Nunan. 

As far as they could learn, the 
agents added, Grove Laboratories, 
makers of a patent remedy for 
colds, were unaware of Nunan’s 
participation in the matter. 

When Saldana and Carnes 
sought to question Nunan about 
the case, he declined, through his 
personal attorney, to discuss it on 
the ground the Brooklyn grand 
jury had indicated they were in- 
vestigating his tax returns and 
finances. 

In his original income tax re- 
turn for 1949, Nunan failed to re- 
port any commission from Ameri- 
can Lithofold Corp. of St. Louis, 
the agents said. However, he 
amended the return on June 27, 
1951, to include a commission, 
and he showed a similar com- 
mission in his 1950 return, the 
agents said. They cited no figures 
in either case. 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed 
last year that American Lithofold 
Corp. obtained $565,000 in loans 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation with the aid of Wil- 
liam M. Boyle Jr., former chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee, and James P. Finne- 
gan, former collector of internal 
revenue at St. Louis. 

Finnegan was convicted of of- 
ficial misconduct for his part in 
helping obtain the loans. The 
company also employed a number 
of present and former tax offi- 
cials, including Nunan, to solicit 
orders for its printed business 
forms. 

When Nunan’s name was called 
as a witness, his attorney, Rich- 
ard J. Burke of New York, 
stepped forward and submitted re- 
ports by Nunan’s personal physi- 
cian and a heart specialist to the 
effect that because of his condi- 
tion the witness ought to be ex- 
cused from testifying at this time. 
Burke thought Nunan might be 
able to appear in two weeks and 
asked a continuance for that pe- 
riod. 

Able to Appear, Doctor Says. 

DeWind then read a paragraph 
from a report made by the sub- 
committee’s physician, Dr. George 
H. Roberts, which stated that on 
the basis of an examination made 
April 8, he believed Nunan was 
able to testify for two hours at 
a time if not pressed too hard in 
his questioning.

JUDGE CHARGES 
SOME OFFICAL 
OBSTRUCTED TAX 
FRAUD INQUIRIES 


Moore Thanks Grand 


Have Been Done With 


Greater Co-operation.

“Lack of zeal and obstruction- 
ary tactics” on the part of some 
officials of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau and the Department of 
Justice hampered the grand jury 
investigation of federal income 
tax scandals here, United States 
District. Judge George H. Moore 
asserted yesterday. 

Addressing the jury, which was 
impaneled 15 months ago and 
has served longer than any other 
here, Judge Moore thanked the 
members for their long and fath- 
ful service, which he termed ef- 
fective, but not as productive of 
results as he had expected. 

It was at the direction of Judge 
Moore that the investigation of 
irregularities was undertaken. 
After a few weeks of inquiry, the 
jury made a partial report stat- 
ing it had been unable to uncov- 
er any evidence of wrongdoing, 
but the judge sent the jurors 
back to their task with a blister- 
ing charge which blueprinted a 
method of getting all the facts. 

26 Tax Indictments. 

The renewed investigation re- 
sulted in 26 indictments con- 
nected with income tax matters, 
including charges against former 
Internal Revenue Collector James 
P, Finnegan, who was convicted 
of misconduct in office. 

The inquiry also is credited 
with having produced disclosures 
which, under development by 
congressional committees, led to 
the resignations of Internal Reve- 
nue Commissioner George J. 
Schoenemann; his assistant, Dan- 
iel A. Bolich, and a number of 
others. 

“If there are cases that have 
not been brought to light, if 
there are corrupt practices that 
have not been exposed, it is not 
because you have not done your 
duty,” Judge Moore told the 
jurors. 

“It is true that I do not feel 
that we have accomplished as 
much as I had expected would 
be accomplished when I first di- 
rected your attention to Internal 
Revenue matters; the fault, if 
any, does not rest upon the grand 
jury. You have faithfully heard 
all matters brought to your at- 
tention and have taken the lead 
in searching into others. 

‘Lack of Zeal’ by Some. 

“If from the beginning the of- 
ficials of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau and the Department of 
Justice whose duty it was to ren- 
der aid and assistance to you in 
— labors had been zealous in 
the faithful discharge of their du- 
ties, more could doubtless have 
been accomplished, and what has 
been done might have been more 
quickly accomplished; but your 
efforts were hampered by the 
lack of zeal and the obstruction- 
ary tactics of some officials. 

“Your experience is an example 
of what we have to contend with. 
However, a great deal has been 
accomplished and the spotlight 
has been turned on the situation, 
so that conditions that have 
existed may be corrected.” 

Judge Moore complimented 
United States Attorney George 
L. Robertson for the service he 
has given the investigation since 
he took office last Oct. 19. 

It has been disclosed previously 
that attempts to interfere with 
the investigation were made by 
Theron Lamar Caudle, assistant 
United States attorney general in 
charge of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s tax division, and Ellis 
Slack, another assistant attorney 
general. 

Caudle, who later was fired by 
President Truman, and Slack, 
who had been sent here to take 
part in the investigation, con-

It was at Slack’s suggestion 
that the jury made its first re- 
port declaring it had no evidence 
of wrongdoing, Judge Moore 
learned.

partment Judge Moore gave him 
an ultimatum, and McGrath final- 
ly capitulated.

Customers Are Forced to 
Lie on Floor as 


Masked, Armed Men 
Seize Their Valuables. 


Twenty-one persons in the 
Muscles Inn, Highway 21 near 
Butler Hill road in south St. 
Louis county, were held up last 
night by three men who forced 
the customers to lie down in a 
rear room while they took $440 
ftom them and $800 in bar re- 
ceipts. 


Oscar Schwendinger, operator 
of the tavern, told state highway 
patrolmen the men, who wore 
handkerchiefs over their faces, 
forced customers into a rear room 
of the tavern at pistol point and 
ordered them to lie face down on 
the floor.

News reports added 
that the ruler also had been hav- 
ing trouble over some of the 42 
wives he has acquired in a marry- 
ing marathon which started a 
year ago. 

A quick protest from the Ye- 

man legation here said that inde- 
pendent kingdom on the Arabian 
peninsula’s southwest coast 
viewed the British move with 
“complete ‘surprise and astonish- 
ment” and charged it was not in 
accord with existing treaties. 

Lahej is part of the Aden pro- 
tectorate which surrounds the 
British colony at Aden, an impor- 
tant-Arabian peninsula bunkering 
port on the shipping route to the 
Far East. Britain controls the 
protectorate throygh the native 
sultans. 


The British Colonial Office 
gave this version of events in 


hej: 

The Sultan lost an eye in an as- 
sassination attempt in 1932 and 
has feared plotters ever since. 
A year ago he banished his broth- 
er and a batch of his cousins, 
contending they were seeking his 
downfall. Two of the cousins, 
Emir Hassan Ali and Emir Ahmed 
Mehdi, slipped back into Lahej 
and were found dead five days 


ago. 

The deaths of the Emirs caused 
a stir among the population. Or- 
ganized readings of the Koran, 
the Mohammedan scriptures, were 
reported being held in defiance 
of the ruler. 

The British governor of Aden, 
Tom Hickinbotham, who also ad- 
ministers the protectorate, then 
suggested an investigation and in- 
vited the Sultan to Aden. In- 
stead he headed the other way, 
to Yemen. The British, troops 
moved in. 

News reports said there also 
had been trouble among the Sul- 
tan’s palare guard. They said 
some of the 42 brides he has 
taken unto himself had been girl 


friends of some of the troops.

WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) 
—Gen. Dwight. D. Eisenhower 
was quoted today as saying the 
Government's answer “‘to exces- 
sive control is more control” and 
that there -has been federal 
“abuse of the taxing power.” 
Senator Carlson of Kansas, who 
is supporting Eisenhower for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, said the general recently 
made the statements in a letter 
to a friend. The Senator did not 
name the friend, in a speech pre- 
pared for delivery at a Rotary 
Club meeting here. 

Carlson said the statements he 
quoted are examples showing 
where Eisenhower stands on do- 
mestic issues. He added that the 
general has made his views 
known “equally clear on a great 
number of our fundamental is- 
sues,” and that opponents who 
say he hasn’t are making “such 
false charges for only one reason:

DRUGGISTS PROTEST 
AGAINST PRINTED 
PRESCRIPTIONS 


When a patient can read his 
physician’s prescription that’s dan- 
gerous, the Retail Druggists’ As- 
sociation of St. Louis warned yes- 
terday in @ protest against use of 
printed prescription forms. 

The association, in its protest 
to the Inter-Professional Health 
Council of Metropolitan St. Louis, 
deplored the increasing use of 
ready-printéd prescriptions requir- 
ing only a doctor’s signature, 
rather than the traditional hand- 
written prescriptions which few 
patients can decipher. 

For one thing, druggists pro- 
tested, a patient is liable to pass 
on a printed prescription to a 
friend falsely assumed to be suf- 
fering from the same illness. For 
another, a patient may “shop 
around” under the mistaken im- 
pression he knows what he’s look- 
ing for, but without having read 
the prescription correctly or in its 
entirety. Both could result in get- 
ting the wrong medicine. 

Druggists, in their protest, also 
said some doctors make pharma- 
cists wait entirely too long on the 
telephone when the druggists call 
up about prescriptions.

It said questions involv- 
ing legality of signatures should 
be determined by the courts. 

80,000 Signatures. 

The Republicans filed referen- 
dum petitions containing more 
than 80,000 signatures from 11 of 
the state’s 13 old congressional 
districts, asking for a statewide 
vote on the Democrats’ gerryman- 
dered plan for dividing the state 
into 11 new congressional dis- 
tricts. Markway previously said 
the total number of signatures 
met requirements of the law. 

If the referendum is ordered, 
the redistricting law will be sus- 
pended automatically, and all con- 
gressional candidates will be 
forced to run at large throughout 
the state, instead of by districts, 
in the primary and general elec- 
tions.

A new legal attack on the 
gerrymandered redistricting of St.

The text of Giles’ statement

“For gesticulating in a manner 
inciting trouble, Manager Stanky 
is fined $50.00 Gestures often are 
as inciting and offensive as words 
Or actual physical contact. 

“For prolonging an argument 
after being ejected from the game 
because of violently throwing his 
bat, Player Hemus is fined $25.00. 

“For pushing Manager Stanky, 
Umpire Robb has been disci- 
plined and fined an amount 
which, in my judgment, is com- 
mensurate with the act. The fine 
is a‘sizeable amount and much 
greater than the combined fines 
of the players. The amount is not 
revealed so as not to establish a 
precedent of a fine for an offense 
usually punishable by suspension. 


“Had a player committed the 
same offense, it would involve a 
suspension. While players should 
not be subject to a different stan- 
datd of discipline than umpires, 
no useful purpose would be 
served by suspending the.umpire 
in this particular instance. The 
suspension of a player has an 
entirely different disciplinary 
effect.”

They Fed on Flies. 


Macedonia, in ancient geogra- 
phy a territory lying to the north 
‘of Greece, which first became 
powerful under its King Phillip, 
the father of Alexander the Great, 
who later conquered Greece, 
might possibly have produced the 
very first of all fly fishermen. 
Here is what Aelian wrote about 
it in 100 A.D.: “There is a story 
of fishing in Macedonia of which 
I have heard and have knowledge. 
Between Berea and Thessalonica . 
runs a river called the Astraeus 
containing fish of a speekled col- 
oring. As to their local name you 
had better ask the Macedonians. 


“The, feed on flies which hover 
about the water, peculiar flies, 
quite unlike those found else- 
where, not resembling wasps in 
aspect, nor can one match them 
rightly in shape with what are 
called ‘anthedons’ or wild bees, 
nor with hive bees; but they have 
something in common with all 
bees; their color is modeled from 
the wasp, but they buzz like bees. 


“These flies settle on the 
stream in search of their special 
food, but cannot avoid being seen 
by the fish swiming below. When, 
therefore, a fish detects a fly set- 
tling on the surface, he swims 
toward it very quietly under 
‘water, taking care not to stir the

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His Imprisonment Cost- 
ing Red Captors About 
$2,000,000 a Month in 
American Trade.

WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) 
One year ago today Communist 
Czechoslovakia threw William N. 
Oatis into jail. 


‘The Associated Press Corres- 
pondent’s name has become a 
symbol of free world opposition 
to Communist fear and oppres- 
sion. He is still behind bars as a 
convicted “spy,” but it is begin- 
ning to cost his Red captors some 
$2,000,000 a month in American 
trade to keep him there. 


Commerce Department reports 
show the economic squeeze which 
the United States imposed in re- 
taliation for Oatis’s arrest has re- 
duced the. volume of Czech sales 
in the country by probably 90 per 
cent ‘and is getting tighter. 


The squeeze started last Octo- 
ber. The Commerce Department 
said that in January, the latest 
month for which figures are com- 
plete, Czech imports totaled only 
$205,622.. Included were goods 
Kept in bond for re-export. This 
contrasted with $3,327,658 worth 
of shipment for the same month a 
year earlier. 


. US. Exports Vanishing. 


American exports to Czechoslo- 
vakia—controlled by the tight 
United States Government licens- 
ing system—have almost vanished. 


Communist secret agents seized 
Oatis last April 23 as he was put- 
ting away his-automobile for the 
night in his Prague garage. 


State Department officials said 
today they are still pressing for 
bis release. Evidence that the 
near-boycott is pinching the 
Czechs painfully, plus other de- 
velopments, has led to hope for 
a break in the case. 


The Prague government has 
hinted it might consider freeing 
Oatis—now 38—although at a 
price the State Department has 
firmly ruled out. Some authori- 
ties believe the Communists have 
decided they have nothing more 
to gain, in propaganda or any 
other ways, by holding him 
longer. A possible straw in the 
wind is the recent release of two 
American soldiers long held in 
Czechoslovakia. 


The lanky former Marion (Ind.) 


‘ reporter was told that with “good 


behavior” the 10-year sentence 
imposed on him July 4 would be 
halved. That was after the Com- 
munist-style trial staged inside 
grim Pankrac prison in Prague. 
The charges were that as a re- 
porter he engaged in hostile ac- 
tivities against the Communist 
state and spread secret and ma- 
licious information. Three Czech 
employes of the bureau Oatis 
headed were given sentences at 
the same time ranging from 16 
to.20 years. 


Trumped Up, U.S. Says. 


The United States Government 
has officially labeled the charges 
as trumped up and said Oatis was 
only doing his job of reporting 
the news. 

There is no information-on this 
side of the Iron Curtain as to 
just how Oatis is faring. No 
American has been allowed to 
talk with him since his arrest. 

The Czech government an- 
nounced that he had been brought 
into court again last month to 
testify at the trial of 12 “agents 
of the United States espionage 
service.” The Prague radio broad- 
cast his recorded testimony. 


The retaliatory trade squeeze 
on’ Czeschoslovakia began to show 
results last fall after a slow start. 
The Treasury announced Oct. 3 
that since the Communists months 
earlier had drastically reduced the 
staff of the American embassy 
at Prague, the remaining Ameri- 
can consular officers were too few 
and too busy to make out the 
routine invoices of shipments to 
this country. 

Lacking these documents, most 
Czech goods arriving “in the 
United States are subject to extra 
customs assessments of 100 per 
cent of their value. That has 
tended to price Czech goods out 
of the American market and thus 
serves as a partial embargo. In 
Ortober, imports from Czechoslo- 
vakia, which had been running at 
an average over $2,000,000 a 
month, were valued at $1,148,574. 
Included were a portion later re- 
exported. In November the re- 
ceipts sank to $570,005, in Decem- 
ber to $561,426 and in January 
to $205,622. 

For the entire year imports 
from Czechoslovakia were valued 
at $22,394,292, off about $4,000,- 
000 from previous years. 

Meantime United States exports 
to Czechoslovakia were $990 in 
October, $4051 in November, $16,- 
701 in December and $10,001 in 
January. The 1951 total was $1,- 
050,126. | 

‘. Other American Sanctions. 

-~ Other American economic sanc- 
tions have helped tighten the 
squeeze although their effect is 
more difficult to measure. They 
dnclude the bar placed last June 
on travel of private American 
citizens to Czechoslovakia and the 
bar on Czech airline flights over 
the Western occupation zones of 
Germany. | 

The United States fast October 
also canceled reciprocal trade con- 
cessions granted to Czechoslova- 
kia, but officials maintained this 
was only indirectly related to the 
Oatis case. 

In turning the screws, the State

W ’ AVERELL HARRIMAN of New York has become an “active

In the statement Harriman said 
he was deeply honored that New 
York State Democratic leaders 
had, recommendéd him for the 


nomination and that a nationwide: 
committee in his behalf had been 
formed under the leadership of 
Representative Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr., and Senator Her- 
bert H. Lehman, both of New 
* York. 
‘Aware of Responsibility.’ 

He said he was “humbly aware 
of the tremendous responsibilities 
involved” in his decision and that 
he had reached it because of his 
“conviction that we are presented 
this year with issues of profound 
importance for the future of the 
country and the world.” 

Pointing out that foreign and 
domestic policies are separable 
and asserting that the Demo- 
cratic party stands for an ex- 
panding economy, social progress 
for all our citizens and farsighted, 
unfaltering world leadership, he 
ended with this call for support: 

“I will fight for these princi- 
ples with all the strength dnd 
vigor I have.” 

Harriman’s unorthodox political 
methods may have resulted from 
the fact that although he has held 
many important positions in the 
Roosevelt and Truman adminis- 
trations he has never before 
sought an elective office. 

; Unusual Method. 

A New York newspaper, in a 

front page news story, asserted 
esterday morning that Harriman 

ad entered the race and would 
formally announce his candidacy 
in Washington. Throughout yes- 
terday morning the Press Associa- 
tion local news tickers informed 
correspondents that a press con- 
ference would be arranged later 
in the day. 

After 1 p.m., the tickers car- 
ried the word that Harriman 
would read a “statement on po- 
litical matters” at 4:30 p.m. and 
that at the same time copies of 
the statement would be available 
for immediate use. 

When political reporters began 
drifting to the Pershing suite 
shortly after 4 p.m., they were 
handed copies of the. statement, 
with an explanation by a subor- 
dinate that Harriman had read 
the statement for the newsreels. 

No press conference was held 
so Harriman was not available 
for elaboration of his statement. 

Northerners’ Strategy. 

This creeping candidacy appar- 
ently isin keeping with the strat- 
egy of the “northern” Democratic 
Jeaders to pick a prominent man 
es a stalking horse who will lead 
the convention delegates away 
from the “southerners,” Senators 
— of Georgia, Kefauver of 

ennessee and Kerr of Oklahoma. 
If enough delegates can be cor- 
raled by this device, the north- 
erners will be in a position (1) to 
block the nomination of a south- 
erner, particularly Kefauver, (2) 
to keep control of the party ma- 
chinery and (3) perhaps to find a 
spot on the ticket for Harriman, 
either as the presidential or vice 
presidential nominee. 

The build-up for Harriman be- 
gan openly when Truman said a 
few words of praise about him at 
last week’s press conference. The 
same night at a $100-a-plate din- 
ner at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel 


in New York, the Democratic 
State Committee, under the lead- 
ership of State Chairman Paul E, 
Fitzpatrick, gave Harriman 
biggest political send-off. 
Truman Support, 

Truman was in on the plot and 
wrote a letter to the diners de- 
scribing Harriman as “one of the 
great public servants of our time,” 
as “a sturdy lieutenant of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in that great lead- 
er’s fight to restore prosperity to 
a stricken nation,” as “the first to 
see the Nazi danger” and one who 
“warned us constantly of the dan- 
gers of Soviet tyranny.” 

In his wind-up Truman said 
he was sure the diners shared 
his admiration of Harriman’s tal- 
ents as a statesman, as an ad- 
ministrator and as “a great lib- 
eral deeply devoted to the funda- 
mental purposes of the Demo- 
cratic party and to the welfare of 
the American people.” 

The only backfire at the Harri- 
man dinner was the greater 
Ovation given to Gov. Adlai Stev- 
enson of Illinois, who had an- 
nounced that he could not accept 
the presidential nomination this 
summer. He was the man Presi- 
dent Truman and the northern 
leaders had picked as their first 
choice for the party’s top honor. 

When Stevenson took himself 
out the available class, the north- 
ern leaders, including Truman, 
began looking for another ‘candi- 
date. They were following the old 
political axiom that “you can’t 
beat somebody (in this case Ke- 
fauver) with nobody.” 

Harriman was chosen pri- 
marily because New York State 
will have 94 delegates at the Chi- 
cago convention, a sizable bloc 
of votes in itself. The New York 
leaders have always worked with 
the organization bosses from the 
other states although this year 
the bosses will not be so power- 
ful or so active as in the early 
days of the New Deal. Neverthe- 
less, New York’s Fitzpatrick talks 
the same language as Democratic 
National Committeemen Jacob M. 
Arvey of Illinois, David Lawrence 
of Pennsylvania, Gov. Devers of 
Massachusetts and the _ lesser 
lights of smaller states. 

‘Convenient Hatrack.’ 

Arvey is hopeful that Steven- 
son can be “drafted,” especially 
if Senator Taft is the Republican 
nominee. If the Republicans 
choose Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 


think their nomination will not 
be so valuable. The party machin- 
ery, however, will remain a valu- 
able property and the northern 
bosses won’t want it to go by 
default to the southern branch 
of the party. 

If Eisenhower wins at Chicago, 
the sophisticated city leaders 
may want to back one of the 
party’s wheel horses, such as Vice 
President Barkley or Speaker 
Rayburn for the No. 1 spot and 
give second place to Harriman. 

In the meantime—to change 
the figure of speech—Harriman 
presents a convenient hatrack 
where the northerners can hang 
their hats until they decide where 
they want to go. Conditions could

In Rejecting Red Offer on Reich

Decision to Press on With Present Policy 
Means West Believes Negotiations With 
Russians Are Useless. 


Beyond much doubt, the fact 
that this great American choice 
centered around Germany was 
the major influence in the final 
decision. 

Almost since taking office, Sec- 
retary Acheson has labored to 
integrate Western Germany into 
the European community, first 
with the economic instrument of 
the Schuman plan; second with 
the strategic instrument of thé 
European army, 

A German contribution to West- 
ern defense has been ‘one of Ache- 
son’s primary objectives since the 
outbreak of the Korean war. In 
theory at least, Acheson’s months 
and years of painful and toilsome 
negotiations are now abcut to bear 
fruit, in the form of agreement 
on all these projects and on West 
Germany's substantive independ- 
ence. a 

Soviet Counter Move. 

Precisely because the end of 

Acheson’s efforts seemed so near, 
the Kremlin tried to nip the fruit 
in the bud by suggesting that 
Eastern Germany and Western 
Germany might,‘ after all, be re- 
united. The price, the Kremlin 
said, was simply abandonment of 
all the arrangements already 
made, especially including the 
West German contribution to 
Western defense. But if this price 
was paid, the Kremlin added, Ger- 
many might be unified by true 
free elections, and might also have 
her national army if she so de- 
sired. 
This alleged bargain served, so 
to speak, as the Soviet peace of- 
fensive’s spearhead. From the 
first there were plain signs that 
this Kremlin bargain was prob- 
ably as phony as most of the 
others. 

The Communist quisling in 
East Germany, Otto Grotewohl, 
was the mouthpiece of the first 
offer of German unity and free 
elections. So great was the fear 
of repercussions in the Soviet- 
German province that no one 
shared in the project except 
Grotewohl himself and Gen. 
Chuikov, Soviet occupation com- 
mander, who gave Grotewohl his 
orders. 

When Grotewohl announced the 
offer, consternation at the 
thought of free elections spread 
among the German Communists. 
The Kremlin then passed the re- 
assuring word that the elections 
would really only be “free” in 
the Russian sense. 

Allied Response. 

Such background facts obvious- 
ly diminished the attractiveness 
of’ the Kremlin bargain, even

In the first place, the signing 
of the agreements must be fol- 
lowed by their ratification, by the 
German and French parliaments 
among other law-making bodies. 

Already there are hints, again 
from the East German stooges 
who generally telegraph the 
Kremlin’s German moves, that the 
present phase of sweet peaceful- 
ness may be succeeded by a phase 
of naked terrorization. 

The Kremlin line will be that 
a peace offer has been rejected 
by the Western powers, and that 
arming the West Germans is a 
warlike act. Every effort will be 
made to exploit the German dis- 
appointment at the lost hope of 
unity, and to play on the fears of 
all of Europe of a Soviet attack. 
Under. these’ circumstances, 
French and German ratification 
of the German agreements will 
be far from certain. 

In the second place, Acheson’s 
summary dismissal of the Soviet 
peace offensive probably means

HE Senate Foreign Relations 
T Committee yesterday unani- 

mously recommended creation 
of a nonpartisan 12-member com- 
mission to: examine relations be- 
tween the United States and the 
other 73 members of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization with 
a view to improving the alliance 
and perhaps suggesting economies 


in its operations. 

The bill, sponsored by Senator 
Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, and sup- 
ported by 16 other Democrats and 
eight Republicans, is framed 
loosely enough to permit the com- 
mission a relatively free hand in 
determining the nature of its 
studies and its recommendations, 
The commission would be formed 
along the lines of the Hoover 
Commission on reorganization of 
the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment with membership di- 
vided equally between Democrats 
and Republicans. 

The committee report, filed 
with the Senate last night, em- 
phasized that the need for such 
a study is shown by the fact that 
the “phenomenal” growth of the 
North Atlantic community toward 
political and economic federation 
in Europe during the past five 
years has been attended by “a 
great deal of confusion.” 

The report cited the findings 
of the American congressional 
delegation that took part in meet- 
ings of the Consultative Assembly 
of the Countil of Europe at Stras- 


bourg, France, last November. |, 


The delegation reported it was 
impressed by the “organizational 
confusion that frustrates the crea- 
tion of any coherent pattern for 
the development of a strong, well- 
ordered, democratic community 
capable of exerting the tremen- 
dous efforts that are essential 
if freedom is to survive.” 

Under terms of the bill, the 
President would appoint four 
members, two from the exeoutive 
branch and two from private life, 
the president of the Senate would 
appoint two Senators and two 
private citizens, and the Speaker 
of the House would appoint two 
representatives and two private 
citizens.

The British Army of the Rhine 
consists of the Seventh Armored 
Division (Desert Rats) in the 
Luneberg area; the Eleventh 
Armored Division, around Her- 
ford, and the Sixth Armored Di- 
vision in reserve position with 
headquarters at Osnabruck. The 
Second Infantry Division is in the 
Ruhr, with headquarters at Dus- 
seldorf. To ease their manpower 
shortage, the British have formed 
nearly 50,000 former German sol- 
diers into a “general service or- 
ganization.” The Germans serve 
as lines-of-communications troops, 
releasing British soldiers for com- 
bat duty.

Honesty vs. Obstruction 


Important as are the income tax indictments 
against Fred M. Saigh Jr., owner of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, and other St. Louisans, there is an 
indictment returned in Chief Judge George H. 
Moore’s federal court far more important than 
any of these. 

This is Judge Moore’s verbal indictment of 
high officials in Washington. 

Regretting that a faithful and hard-working 
grand jury had not been able.to accomplish as 
much as he had expected when he first directed 
attention to rottenness in Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau matters, Judge Moore told the jurors: 

If from the beginning the officials of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau and the Depart- 
ment of Justice whose duty it was to render 
aid and assistance to you in your labors had 
been more zealous in the faithful discharge 
of their duties, more could doubtless have 


been accomplished, and what has been done 
might have been more quickly accomplished. 


Then Judge Moore made the statement that 
indicted the responsible officials in the depart- 
ment which is supposed to see that justice is 
done in the strict enforcement of federal income 
tax laws and all other acts of Congress. He said: 

But your efforts were hampered by the 
lack of zeal and the obstructionary tactics of 


some officials. Your experience is an exam- . 
ple of what we have to contend with. 


Judge Moore’s strong words indict not only 
the Department of Justice, as it was operated 
under J. Howard McGrath, now at long last dis- 
placed as Attorney General. They inevitably are 
also an indictment of.the responsible head of 
the Treasury, John W. Snyder. 

The Internal Revenue Buredu is a constituent 
part of the Treasury Department. In the end, 
Mr. Snyder must accept responsibility for what 
goes on in the bureau, bad as well as good. He 
cannot pick and choose to his own benefit. 

Secretary Snyder has said that he did not 
know what was going on in the offices of the 
Collectors of Internal Revenue, too many of 
which now have been demonstrated to have been 
centers of influence peddling. 

His professions of ignorance are in conflict 
with the repeated assertions of Senator John J. 
Williams of Delaware that irregularities were 
brought to Mr. Snyder’s attention before they 
became matters of public knowledge. 

Here is a side of the Washington scandals 
that cannot be cleared up a minute too soon. 

But however that may be, ignorance of corrup- 
tion is no excuse for it. The country has a right 
to have an alert Secretary of the Treasury, who 
knows what is going on in that key part of his 
department which performs the vital task of 
bringing in revenue from the taxpayers. 

Judge Moore’s tribute to the grand jury is 


fully deserved. These rank and file citizens, 


most of whom probably never saw their names 
in the newspapers before, have served their 
country when men chosen for places of trust 
failed it miserably. 

Not a single member of the grand jury has 
yet asked to be excused even though the jury 
has been in session for a longér period than 
any other. It is unfortunate that some of these 
little-known citizens could not have been in 
Cabinet and other offices which have been so 
sorely degraded by their occupants. 

It is good also to read Judge Moore’s high 
compliment to Federal District Attorney George 
L. Robertson. For Judge Moore says that Mr. 
Robertson has devoted himself earnestly, zeal- 
ously, and effectively from the day he took of- 
fice, in this investigation. 

Judge Moore said nothing about the work of 
the court itself. We say it for him: Had he 
not been a pillar of strength throughout there 
doubtless would be far less to show in the 
nation-wide cleanup of corruption in govern- 
ment. The central public servant from the start 
to this minute has been George H. Moore.

16 Ceilings Come Off 
Suspension of price control on 16 commodi- 
ties, including wool, lard and vegetable oils, 
should be regarded as the best evidence that 
nobody in the Government wants to retain con- 
trols for their own sake. 

Price Director Ellis Arnall indicates that de- 
control may also be applied to raw cotton, tex- 
tiles and clothing, if studies now under way bear 
out the feasibility of that step. The ceilings will 
come off, he says, whenever the price of a com- 
modity falls materially below the limit and there 
is no prospect that control would have to be re- 
imposed soon. 

If it be asked why we cannot abandon the 
whole price control machinery and be done with 
it, the answer is that three-fifths of all whole- 
sale trade is still being carried on at peak prices. 
The softening in prices and demand so far has 
been confined to certain lines. Mr. Arnall esti- 
mates that “significant” price declines have 
taken place in Only one fifth of all trade. 

What happened in 1946, when wartime price 
control was precipitately abandoned before a 
reasonable balance between supply and demand 
had been reached, should be warning enough 
against premature decontrol now. Decontrol must 
be gradual and selective; the time to take off 
the ceilings is when they are no longer needed. 
It follows, of course, that administrative authori- 
ty for price control should be extended long 
enough to permit the process to be gradual. 
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Sir Stafford Cripps 


Sir Stafford Cripps was a politician after Pla- 
to’s heart, one of those men fitted for high office 
by high intelligence rather than the mere ability 
to get votes—an ability which, by the way, he 
also had to a high degree. He got votes because 
he never traded integrity for votes. 

Despite a disease contracted in World War I, 
Cripps was a man of amazing energy and the 
most divergent talents. One of England’s top 
lawyers, he proved a sound economist and finan- 
cier when, after the second war, he served as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and got British 
trade back into the black. 

In the wartime Churchill Government, he was 
successively Ambassador to Russia, Lord Privy 


‘Seal, leader of the House of Commons, and Min- 


ister of Aircraft Production. He also conducted 
the negotiations which gave India her freedom 
but kept her within the Commonwealth. He had 
the brains to think through almost any problem, 
and the courage to carry out his conclusions. 

Thus, in 1939, he actually was expelled from 
the Labor Party because he felt that the Cham- 
berlain Government and its policy of appease- 
ment had to be defeated at any cost, including a 
united front of all dissidents. His opposition to 
‘appeasement perhaps was matched only by Win- 
ston Churchill. In any event, Churchill quickly 
sent him to Moscow when defenses had to be 
thrown up against Nazi Germany. 

In the same spirit, Sir Stafford Cripps, having 
been readmitted to the Labor Party, did not 
hesitate to impose taxes and austerities on the 
Btitish people, no matter how politically inexpe- 
dient, when these were the price of recovery. 
Despité the inhibiting forces of background, 
training and profession, he was able to appraise 


Britain’s changing probdiems realistically, and to 
work for their solution intelligently and cour- 
ageously. ° 
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A-Bomb Close-Up 

In the six years since Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki, the human race has become accustomed to 
reading and thinking and talking about the 
atomic bomb—just as earlier it became accus- 
tomed to TNT bombs; heavy artillery, big bat- 
tleships, cannon, rifles, cross-bows, swords, bat- 
tle axes, spears and just sticks and stones. 

Maybe it is good for human beings to take 
new weapons in stride, without too much fuss, 
just as they saw the Yucca Fiat explosion on 
television. Maybe it is a perfectly natural adjust- 
ment to life as life is in this world of ours. Maybe 
the really fundamental thing is just to make 
sure that we have more of the latest and’ most 
effective weapons than anybody else. Maybe that 
is the only feasibly safe rule. 

But there are those who still argue that this is 
too much like playing with fire, that there is too 
much danger of being burned, and that it might 
be better if people could recapture a little of 
the terror originally inspired by the A-bomb. 
These people argue that it would: be better to 
regard Tuesday morning’s TV show as more, 
much more than a stunt. : 

They would have us take it as a warning. And 
they would have us re-read John Hersey’s “Hiro- 
shima”—and maybe take another look at the 
rubble of cities destroyed by old-fashioned block- 
busters—to realize the gravity of the warning. 

Certainly the original efforts to outlaw the 
A-bomb as a weapon and to confine the applica- 
tion of atomic energy only to peaceful purposes 
have virtually come to a dead stop. Serious dis- 
armament efforts of.every kind are at such a 
standstill, even though the Russians may men- 
tion them every now and then.as a feature of 
some new diplomatic gesture. But the people in 
the Kremlin ought to know that A-bombs are 
just as fatal to Russians as anybody else. Cer- 
tainly the leaders in Washington, London, Paris 
and Rome can have no illusions on this score. 

The very men who created the bomb—and the 
scientists who are now working on the even 


' more devastating hydrogen bomb—have no illu- 


sions. They know that defenses against such 
weapons are most inadequate. And they know 
that the uninhibited use of these bombs could 
end literally in the destruction of the world as 
we know it and want it. 

Yet all human minds have been able to evolve 
in answer to the challenge of the bomb is a 
desperate endeavor to build up stockpiles, to 
make sure that we have many, many more bombs 
than any potential enemy. 


What other answer can there be in a divided 
world? The baffled human spirit can never con- 
tent itself with the thought that there is none. 
The challenge of the bomb demands untiring 
effort to create the conditions under which it 
need never be used. 
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Ike Takes the Lead 


With the New York and Pennsylvania pri- 
maries, the Republican presidential contest 
enters a new phase. For the first time the dele- 
gate line-up now shows a definite lead for Gen. 
Eisenhower. With the strength he has gained in 
the two big Eastern states, Eisenhower backers 
can claim around 230 sure votes in the Republi- 
can convention, while Senator Taft, leading until 
now, counts on 215 or 220. 

In New York there were few surprises. Gov. 
Dewey’s organization showed its power by win- 
ning seven of the 11 delegate contests for Eisen- 
hower while Taft took only three. 

In Pennsylvania Senator Duff, an early and 
key member of the Eisenhower movement, dupli- 
cated the Dewey victory as six of the eight con- 
tested delegate elections went into the Eisen- 
hower column. But an undercurrent of latent op- 
position revealed itself in the substantial write- 
in vote on the preferential ballot for Senator 
Taft, exceeding 128,000. Gov. John S. Fine con- 
trols more than half of the Pennsylvania dele- 
gates and he is uncommitted as between Taft 
and Eisenhower. 

Massachusetts, Ohlo and California are now 
the only big states left on the list of presidential 
primaries. Each candidate is still a long way 
from the 603 votes needed to nominate, 
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Why City Ownership? 


One day Mayor Darst is for a metropolitan 
transit authority and the next day he is consid- 
ering municipal ownership. There is a consider- 
able difference. The public may wonder which 
side is up at City Hall. 

Nobody has proved conclusively that public 
ownership is the best way out of the transit 
mess. But certainly a metropolitan transit au- 
thority offers a sounder approach than city own- 
ership, for two reasons. 

One is that the transit system is a metropoli- 
tan system. Its‘management should represent the 
area it serves. And as a Post-Dispatch survey of 
eight cities showed, a non-partisan transit au- 
thority is less likely than a city system to dip 
into politics and the taxpayers’ pockets. 

Mayor Darst says he still prefers a metropoli- 
tan authority but thinks city ownership could 
be set up more quickly. There is a need for 
prompt action, of course. But millions in public 
funds would be risked in a transit deal and care- 
ful planning is the only good business approach. 

The Mayor also thinks a city system, by com- 
peting with Public Service Co., might drive that 
company down to a fair selling price. This is 
problematical. St. Louis has had enough trouble 
supporting one transit system. How would it 
support two? 

Back in January the Metropolitan Mass Trans- 
portation Commission proposed establishing a 
board of freeholders to plan for a metropolitan 
authority. Mayor Darst supported this. He said 
petitions for freeholders would be circulated 
within two weeks. 

If the Mayor had stuck to this course, the St. 
Louis area would be closer to a frank analysis 
of its transit problem. Hasty talk of city owner- 
ship could lead to a sidetrack. 
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Review at Randolph Field 


The Air Force has halted courts-martial of six 
pilots at Randolph Field, after dealing a severe 
sentence to another officer who had refused to 
fly. A Defense Department statement suggests 
that the men face less severe action. 

These fliers gave more than personal reasons 
for wishing to be grounded. They expressed a 
general resentment against the involuntary re- 
call of reserves to flying duty while some regular 
officers —so they contended — got preferential 
treatment. 

While individual disobedience is not left un- 
punished in the armed services, this was some- 
thing more than a case of casual irresponsibil- 
ity. Nearly all the men involved were decorated 
veterans of World War II. The circumstances of 
their sit-down and their records justify a most 
careful review. |

Russia Makes a New Move

Soviet offer of a reunited Germany minimized by State Depart- 
ment, yet it puts United States policy in danger of collapse, declares 
editorial; Germans, British and French are impressed by new situ- 
ation, regardless of Red motives; Washington must face the problem. 


From The Christian Century 


Russia has made what is probably the 
most important diplomatic move on the 
European chessboard since Potsdam. Yet 
the American people, with their Congress, 
are paying almost no attention to it. 

Weeks ago we said that it is “Time to 
Reconsider” our European policy, Russia's 
proposal makes such reconsideration im- 
perative. It places our policy, in relation 
to Germany and to our European allies, 
in imminent danger of collapse. 

The astonishing fact, however, is that 
hosts of ordinarily 
well informed Amer- 
icans, if they read 
the foregoing para- 
graph, won't know 
what it was talking 
about. “The Russian 
move”—what move? 

The Russian move 
was made on March 
10. It took the form 
of identical notes to 
the Afherican, Brit- 
ish and French gov- 
ernments proposing 
a four-power + gl Can 
ence to negotiate a . 
peace treaty with a Joseph Stalin 
united Germany. Yet the news of this his- 
toric change in Russian policy has been 
filtered to the American people only in 
dribbles and by indirection, largely tucked 
away tin comments on the excitement pro- 
duced in London, Paris and Germany. 


What the Reds Are Proposing 


In essence, what has happened is that 
Russia has seizefi the diplomatic and politi- 
cal offensive in Germany. The Soviet 
Union has held the military offensive there 
ever since the Potsdam conference. Our 
military moves have been simply attempts 
to counterbalance Russian armed pressure. 


Now Stalin has moved on the diplomatic 
front, and by one swift, dramatic proposal 
he has taken the initiative away from our 
diplomats. It is no longer the fumbling, 
stumbling progress toward an Anglo- 
French-American “contractual agreement” 
with Bonn which holds the attention of 
Europe. It is the Soviet Union's proposal 
of a definitive peace treaty with all Ger- 
many. 

Here is what Russia is proposing: A four- 
power conference to unite Germany and 
agree on a peace treaty with the govern- 
ment of this reunited nation. Restoration 
of full sovereignty to this united Germany, 
with no restrictions whatever on the devel- 
opment of the German economy. With- 
drawal of all occupation forces. Restora, 
tion of civil rights to all officers and men 
of the German army, including Nazis, ex- 
cept those serving sentences for criminal 
acts. Rebuilding of a German army, navy 
and airforce to the extent “necessary for 
the country’s defenses.” Freedom to pro- 
duce equipment for these forces. And a 
neutral position for this united and re- 
armed German nation as between East and 
West. 


Almost All the Germans Want 


The contrast between this and the Allied 
proposals will be instantly apparent. These 
have accepted the idea of a divided Ger- 
many as something which would last as far 
into the future as could be foreseen. The 
“sovereignty” they have offered Bonn 
would be strictly limited. The occupation 
would continue indefinitely. The German 
forces would be incorporated in a Euro- 
pean army where, in the words of Premier 
Grotewohl of East Germany, they would 
be submerged in “an army led by foreign- 
ers and Americans.” German plants would 
be forbidden to manufacture any heavy 
armaments. But West Germany would be 
part of a military alliance of the West 


‘against the East. 


“The Soviets,” says Walter Lippmann, 
“are now offering the German nation 
everything that a German nationalist could 
want, except one big thing.” That excep- 
tion is a declaration in the Russian note 
that the peace treaty should fix Germany's 
eastern boundaries at the Oder-Neisse line, 


thus leaving about 100 miles of prewar 
Germany in Polish hands. But there is 
said to be a hint in the Russian note that, 
if the rest of the proposal is put into force, 
a readjustment of the eastern frontiers can 
be worked out, 

Now that some little attention is begin- 
ning to be given this Russian move in this 
country, both the State Department and 
the press are trying to belittle its import- 
ance. It is just another propaganda trick. 
It is a booby trap for the naive. And so on. 
There is probably truth in this; undoubt- 
edly the Russians have made their move 
now in order to put further difficulties in 
the way of the formation of the Eisen- 
hower army. But just to denounce the 
announcement as a propaganda trick is 
futile. What matters is whether the trick 
works, 


Effect of Note in Europe 


We expect it to work in Germany. It 
will appeal to so many Germans for so 
many differing reasons—to almost all Ger- 
mans, in fact, except the members of the 
Bonn government who know that they 
would almost certainly be displaced in a 
reunited Reich—that they are certain to 
contrast it with the Allied proposals, to 
the disparagement of the latter. 


Perhaps more importance attaches to 
the fact that this Russian move—trick or 
on the level—is likely to work in other 
European countries. The haste with which 
Anthony Eden threw himself into arrang- 
ing consideration of the Kremlin’s note 
showed his instant perception of the im- 
portance of the new situation. 

In Paris, Foreign Minister Schuman has 
already assured the fofeign affairs com- 
mittee of the National Assembly that he 
means to do all possible to use the Russian 
note as a means of reopening four-power 
negotiations. Actually, until the Russian 
note is disposed of, our policy is flounder- 
ing. 


Why Are We Losing Allies? 


In Washington during these fateful days 
the emphasis is almost wholly on money. 
How much to arm our allies? How much 
to arm ourselves? But it is time that Sen- 
ators and Representatives were waking up 
to the fact that the big issue is not money 
at all. 

The most important fact about our rela- 
tions with Europe is that we are losing 
our friends there. Why? 

It is a product of the belief now all too 
prevalent among the peoples of all our 
allied nations that we are driving them 
toward a rearmament they cannot afford 
without courting domestic disaster, and 
that eventually their alliance with us will 
involve them in a war which will be for 
them nothing but catastrophe. 


Will the Russian note convince the Ger- 
man people and the people in France, Eng- 
land, Italy and the rest of our allied states 
that, given an honest will to negotiate, the 
trials. of the projected armament race 
could be avoided and the ultimate tragedy 
of war escaped? That is the question our 
foreign policy needs to face now that Rus- 
sia has made its offer of negotiation.

Escape That Didn’t Come Off 


THE TUNNEL, by Eric Williams. (Coward McCann, 

245 pgs., $3.) 

This reviewer is not one of those hun- 
dreds of thousands who read Eric Wil- 
liams’ earlier book “The Wooden Horse,” 
recounting the escape of three English 
officers from a German prison camp. -“The 
Tunnel” too deals with English prisoners 
of war and their attempts at escape, though 
this time unsuccessfully. Chronologieaily 
the events in this book precede those re- 
counted in the previous one. Peter How- 
ard is forced to parachute over Germany 
when his plane is shot down, is captured 
and imprisoned at a Stalag-Luft. 
plots are hatched and two tunnel projects 
instigated. Through the first tunnel thirty 
officers make their escape only to be re- 
captured or shot to death. A few days 
before the completion of the second tun- 
nel the prison camp is closed down and 
the prisoners moved to another Stalag:

Mr. Price was and is ideal for 
the role of Manningham, which 
he created for the play’s two-year 
Broadway run beginning 10 years 
ago. The towering actor with the 
distinguished profile and meticu- 
lous diction is in his element with 
the baleful eye, the twisted mouth, 
the rasping insistence beneath the 
silken manner, the elaborate unc- 
tion which quickly dissolves into 
maniacal fury. He has overdone 
these devices at times as a movie 
villain, but here he employed 
them without excessive oleaginous 
overlay, with restraint and the 
suggestion of demoniac power 
held back that made him defi- 
nitely an unpleasant person to 
have around in any well-ordered 
drawing room. I would have 
been happier if he hadn’t fallen 
apart and cringed quite so much 
when the equivalent of the United 
States Marines burst in, but I 
suppose he played the role so long 
it would be inconsiderate to ask 
him to change his ways.

“To date fluoridation has been 
adopted: in 300 American com- 
munities,” Dr. Salzmann said, 
“and they have found a reduction 
of from 30 to 40 per cent in 
children’s tooth decay—in some 
age groups even more.” 

Sodium fluoride is so inexpen- 
sive that the cost per child 
amounts to as little as 10 cents 
per child a year, he said. 

The process is not a medication, 
Dr. Salzmann emphasized, but 
simply adds to water a mineral 
which is naturally present in 
many areas and which becomes 
a part of the inorganic composi- 
tion of children’s teeth. 

Dr. Salzmann, who is consult- 
ant to the Children’s Bureau of 
the federal Social Security Agency 
and also to the city and state de- 
partments of health in New York, 
said New York City is now “‘seri- 
ously contemplating” fluoridation 
of its water. 

The only large city which al- 
ready has fluoridation is In- 
dianapolis, it was said, but the 
technique has been approved and 
is in process of being introduced 
in San Francisco, Philadelphia, 
Washington, D.C., and Milwaukee. 

A bill which would have au- 
thorized addition of sodium flu- 
oride to the St. Louis water sup- 
ply died at the close of the last 
session of the Board of Aldermen.

Suits 
were instituted by the Federal 
Government to affirm federal 
control. 


Before they were decided, Con- 
gress, pressed by powerful oil in- 
terests, passed a bill “quit- 
claiming” this domain back to 
the states. Subsequently, after 
the President’s veto, the Supreme 
Court, in decisions affecting each 
of the three states individually, 
proclaimed the Federal Govern- 
ment’s paramount interest in 
these offshore lands. 

Now with the passage of an- 
other state-control bill, Congress 
is seeking to nullify those de- 
cisions, and here we are back 
again. 

Again President Truman stands 
between a big-interest-dominated 
Congress and the people. 


Veto in Public Interest. 


He will veto the bill—and it is 
doubtful that enough votes can 
be mustered to override his veto. 
The public interest again will be 
saved, at least temporarily, though 
the question still is not solved. 
It is a problem that is pressing 
for solution, for the oil develop- 
ment is needed. 

The Senate rejected a compro- 
mise, interim solution offered by 
Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, which gave concessions 
to the states that were criticized 
in some quarters as too generous. 
It would have validated leases 
already made by the states, given 
the states a 3742 per cent royalty, 
and permitted them for five years 
to have a veto power over leases 
made by the Federal Government, 
after which the Federal Govern- 
ment would have direct and sole 
leasing power. 

It did proclaim and establish 
Federal jurisdiction, and Senator 
O'Mahoney put the issue in a nut- 
shell when he said the result of 
the state-control bill would be 
“giving away the interests of all 
the people of all of the states in

4A More Refined Process. 


While this off-shore oil episode 
‘harks back to the pioneer days 
of “grab” when the country was 
being opened up, we repeatedly 
have sten in recent Congresses— 
and again in this—the more re- 
fined proeess by which big inter- 
ests, including oil and natural 
gas, the electric utilities, and the 
railroads, seek to temper or es- 
cape federal regulatory measures 
which the excesses of the earlier 
days made necessary, 

Here you find at work what 
old-fashioned progressives once 
called “invisible government”— 
aggregations of great eeonomic 
interests that often prove more 
powerful than political govern- 
ment supposedly representative 
of the people. sf 
Oil has become especially po- 
tent. Like other natural resources 
and other interests, it seeks state 
jurisdiction as state governments 
have been found subservient and 
susceptible to pressures. Oil con- 
tributes to both parties and gets 
support from both parties, as the 
vote on the offshore bill plainly 
disclosed. 


Defeat for the People. 


On this issue the Senate, occa- 
sionally a bulwark against special- 
interest inroads, had a chance to 
make a stand for the public. For 
‘the way was offered not only to 
retain federal control in the gen- 
eral public interest, but also, 
through an amendment sponsored 
by Senator Lister Hill (Dem.), 
Alabama, and a number of other 
Senators of both parties, to set 
aside royalties for public educa- 
tion for the whole country’s 
benefit. 


But that was defeated, too. 

What Congress has done on this 
and allied issues, which doesn’t 
always attract much notice, is 
worth recalling when elections 
come around.

Garrison in Berlin. 


In addition to the forces in 
Western Germany there is the Al- 
lied garrison (French, British and 
American) in West Berlin, total- 
ing about one division. 


This garrison, while expend- 
able, would be expected to hold 
out as long as possible.in the 
event of attack, for its existence 
woud seriously complicate the So- 
viet supply problem. Berlin is a 
communications bottleneck for the 
Russians and likely to remain so 
despite the;rail bypass and canal 
bypass they are building. 

In Austria the Allies maintain

In Italy, four infantry divisions 
—Mantova, Folgore, Legnano, and 
Cremona—have been turned over 
to Gen. Eisenhower’s command 
along with two Alpine brigades, 
Julia and Tridentina, and the 
Ariete armored brigade. The two 
Alpine brigades have impressed 
observers but the other units are 
deficient in weapons and train-

The mission of the Italian army 
in the event of war would be 
strictly defensive, with the object 
of keeping the Russians out of 
the Po Valley. Five new divisions 
are described as being in an “ad- 
vanced state of completion” as 
are another Alpine brigade and 
an armored brigade. 

South of the Alps, Allied pow- 
er is manifest mainly through the 
presence in the Mediterranean of 


the United States Sixth Fleet 
which, with mammoth carriers 
like the Coral Sea, could inflict 
serious damage on the southern 
flank of Russian forces. 


Eisenhower’s right flank has 
been enormously strengthened by 
the admission of Turkey and 
Greece. These countries currently 
maintain the two largest land 
armies of NATO and while the 
19 Turkish and 10 Greek divisions 
could hardly compare in combat 
effectiveness with the British and 
American divisions in Germany, 
they are sufficiently trained and 
equipped to present a strong cov+ 
ering force for’the eastern Medi- 
terranean and the Middle East. 


Soviet Dispositions. 


Everywhere along the frontier, 
from the North Cape to Mount 
Ararat, Eisenhower’s forces would 
be outnumbered if they were at- 
tacked this summer. Yet during 
the considerable Allied build-up 
in Western Germany the Russians 
appear to have been marking 
time in their sector. There has 
been no Russian build-up in East 
Germany. German intelligence 
sources give this line-up of Soviet 
units directly confronting the At- 
lantic army: 


Out front are the Third Shock 
Army, facing the British in the 
north, and the Eighth Guards 
Army, facing the Americans in 
the south. The Third Shock Army, 
spread from Wismar, on the Bal- 
tic, down to Bernberg, below 
Magdeburg, has headquarters at 
Magdeburg, while the Eighth 
Guards Army, with headquarters 
at Weimar, has the rest of the 
front. Each of the two armies is 
composed of two corps, which in- 
clude a division of infantry and 
a motorized division. 


Behind them is a reserve line 
of armies. North of Berlin, in 
the Mecklenberg area, is the Third 
Armored Army, with its general 
staff at Fuerstenburg. This in- 
cludes two tank divisions and a 
motorized division. South of Ber- 
lin is the Third Guards Army, en- 
tirely motorized, spread out in 
depth from Rosslau, on the upper 
Elbe, eastward to Cottbus, near 
the Polish frontier, and with head- 
quarters at Luckenwalde. Farther 
south, in Saxony, is the First Ar- 
mored Army, composed of two 
tank divisions and one motorized 
division, with headquarters in 
Dresden.

Only limited protection from 
atomic explosions is provided by 
automobiles, the tests showed. 
The cars used in the tests had 
metal tops, which provided some 
protection against light flying or 
falling objects, but little protec- 
tion against atomic radiation. 

Motorists are advised in the 
event of a warning while in a 
congested area to park their ve- 
hicles and hurry to the nearest 
designated shelter. If no such 
shelter can be found within a 
short distance, they are advised 
to take refuge in the tallest near- 
by building. 

If the car is a considerable 
distance from the nearest build- 
ing that offers shelter, or is in an 
outlying residential area, the mo- 
torist is advised to roll down 
windows of the car to minimize 
the danger from flying glass and 
to crouch as low as possible in 
the vehicle. 

If an explosion occurs without 
warning, the motorist is advised 
to stop and crouch as low as pos- 
sible. When debris has stopped 
f@ling, the vehicle, if it can be 
moved, should be driven to the 
side of the road to avoid inter- 
ference with civil defense traffic.

After 
paying all claims and expenses of operation—including 
a greatly increased Federal Income Tax and’the addi- 
tions to our policy reserves required by the nature of our 
business—the margin remaining was $134,000,000. Out 
of this total we made extraordinary additions to our 
reserves of $10,100,000, paid or set aside $100,300,000 
for dividends and added $23,600,000 to surplus funds. 
Haskins & Sells, Certified Public Accountants, who 
have maintained a continuous audit of our transactions 
during the year, have issued their certificate stating that 
our accounts and transactions are in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles and with regu- 
lations prescribed by the Insurance Department of the 
State of New York. 


Taking a closer look at taxes we find that the Revenue 
Act of 1951 imposed a new tax on the life insurance 
companies which cost The Equitable $11,350,000, an 
increase of $5,100,000 over our tax for 1950. This in- 


crease in the 1951 -tax took all of the increase in the rate 
of the Society's investment earnings during the year. 


Like everyone else in the land, we feel this increasing 
contribution to the cost of Government because our 
Federal Tax payment for 1951 was approximately one 
fifth of the Ordinary dividends which we set aside for 
distribution to our policyowners during the current year. 
Then too, like everyone else in the land, we are suffer- 
ing from the continued inflation of our money supply 
—now in excess of $190 billions, up more than $10 bil- 
lions during 1951—and the consequent depreciation 
of the purchasing value of our insurance dollar. 


It is for these reasons that we in The Equitable have 
been critical of the monetary policies which shirk the 
grave duty of controlling the supply of money in these 
days, when it is principally inconvertible paper. Those 
who took us off the gold standard, whether they realized 
it or not, tremendously increased the need for compe- 
tent, courageous Federal Reserve policies with respect to 
credit and the supply of money. At least the loosening 
of the peg on market prices of Government Bonds dur- 
ing 1951 was a step in the right direction.

Window Filters and Fans. 
NE of the drawbacks of living 
in the most industrialized na- 
tion in the world is that you 
get a lot of soot and dirt blowing 
in through your open windows 
during the summer months. This 
condition can make the average 
housewife pretty unhappy. 

A rather inexpensive partial] 
solution to this problem is to in- 
stall fabric screens in the open 
windows. The idea behind these 
is that the fabric will catch a 
good deal of the dust and dirt and 
keep it from getting into the 
house. 

If the screens are replaced 
from time to time or washed 
they'll do a pretty fair job. The 
main trouble with these screens 
is that they keep out a good deal 
of air along with the dust and 
dirt. This can be quite a draw- 
back during very hot weather 
when every bit of moving air 
counts. 

Well, someone figured out the 
idea of combining an electric fan 
with a filter and setting this unit 
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into an open window. The fan 
pulls the air into the house 
through the filter. This gives 
you a pretty adequate supply of 
clean fresh air. 

If you like to build things, you 
can construct one of these units 
yourself out of a few pieces of 
plywood, a small exhaust fan and 
a fiber filter such as are used 
for warm air heating systems. 
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TOTHING seems to have such 
Ne delicate sweet tang and to 
symbolize spring as does fresh 
pineapple. Even the odor is rem¢ 
iniscent of the scent of flowers. 
This fruit is generally popular 
and how fortunate we age that 
sO many are shipped to our shores 
at this season of the year. 

While it is probably true that 
nothing is so good as fruit rip: 
ened on the tree, pineapple ripens 
pretty well‘after picking and, if 
unbruised, will still have a fine 
flavor. When ready to eat, the 
fronds can be pulled easily from 
the feathery top. Although we 
might as well admit that it takes 
a little while to pare the fruit 
and to dig out the eyes, we gen 
erally feel repaid to work. 

The easiest way to preparé 
pineapple is to slice it before par- 
ing. If it is to be shredded be- 
fore serving, the slices may be 
cut rather thick, They are much 
easier to handle than a whole 
pineapple, that is bound to be 
slippery when it is ripe and juicy. 
For most tastes, sugar will be 
added, and this should be done 
sometime before using if possible, 
Sugar should be well mixed with 
the shreds which should then be 
allowed to stand at room tems 
perature. If placed in the refrig- 
erator, the sugar will not melf 
and will, therefore, not distribute 
itself as it should.. 

An attractive way of serving is 
to place the fronds in the cente? 
of a platter or chop plate. Par 
thin slices of the fruit after the 
have been sweetened and allowed 
to absorb the sugar should then 
be arranged around the fronds, 
An appreciated addition is a lib 
eral sprinkling. of freshly grated 
coconut. Another suggestion 
to fill the center of an unfrosted 
angel food with greg 
shredded fruit, and then to ar 
range the slices around the pla 
If you like to frost your ange 
food, it will not be necessary td 
sweeten the pineapple. 

Pineapple Cheese Parfait. 

One cup cottage cheese, one % 
ounce package cream cheese, one 
tablespoon sugar, one-eighth tea: 
spoon salt, one-fourth cup top 
milk or cream, one egg white, 
stiffly beaten, pineapple fingers, 

Combine cheeses, sugar, salt 
and milk or cream, and beat until] 
well blended. Fold in beaten egg 
white. Place in sherbet glasses 
with fingers of sweetened pine- 
apple around edge of each glass. 
Garnish with whole strawberries 
or candied cherries. Yield: Six 
servings. 

Pineapple Appetizers. 

Arrange slice of pineapple on 
each plate. Top with slice of 
peeled tomato. Sprinkle with 
French dressing and minced parse 
ley. Garnish at side with trimmed 
scallions and radishes.

Vitamin Pills 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


@F you are like millions of other people, you are wasting 
| money on vitamin pills and iron tablets bought on the advice 

of your neighbor. With prices of everything what they are, 
there’s no sense in spending so much money on vitamin and 
mineral pills unless you really need them. To find out if you 
do, let’s look at the facts. 

What are vitamins, anyway? They are simply chemicals 
naturally occurring in foods and are, like food, necessary to 
your body’s function. Your body needs a small amount— 
millionths of an ounce—of each of these foods substances 
daily. 

- * 

BUT ENOUGH is enough. More than enough vitamins 
don’t do any good. The extra amounts are simply passed out 
of the body just as your healthy body gets rid of extra salt 
and water. 

It’s very much as if your body were an electric motor with 
a little oil spout on it. The motor needs oil just as your 
body needs vitamins, but if you pour extra oil in the reservoir, 
it will simply run over and be wasted. The same — to 
your body. Vitamins are not stored. 

More oil does not make the motor run any =e or 
faster. Neither will extra vitamins make your body function 
better or give you pep, energy or sparkling longevity. 

Extra vitamins and minerals are necessary only in cer- 
tain conditions. These are: (1) during pregnancy and lactation 
in women, when extra vitamin D and calcium should be taken; 
(2) for infants and children, until full growth is attained, extra 
vitamin D and calciuni is necessary; (3) in restricted diets such 
as for peptic ulcer and diabetes; (4) in certain diseases due 
to specific lack of certain vitamins (and these result from not 
eating enough varieties of foods); (5) in those diseases in 
which vitamins or minerals are poorly absorbed from the in- 
testine, such as pernicious anemia. In all of these conditions, 
your doctor will prescribe the vitamins and minerals really 
needed.

IF YOU ARE HEALTHY and can’t be classified in one of 
these five groups of people needing extra vitamins, it is down- 
right extravagant to spend a lot of money buying them. If 
you eat a variety of foods, you are getting all the food essen- 
tials you need anyway. You're getting them in a much more 
palatable form than pills and cheaper, too. 

Incidentally, iron occurs in practically every food you eat. 
You need only 1-2000th of an ounce of iron a day to maintain 
health. It is pretty hard to avoid getting this much if you eat 
a variety of foods.

Jessie Cline, Ex- Professor and Authority on Meat, Sells 65-Cont Hamburgers in 25-Cent Town’

ESSIE ALICE CLINE is suc- 

cessful proof that if you make 

a better hamburger, the world 
will not only make regular visits 
to your restaurant door, but will 
pay 65 cents for your product 
when all your competitors are 
charging a@ quarter. 

“Sixty-five-cent hamburgers in 
a 25-cent town,” is the boast of 
Jessie Cline and her sister, Ruby, 
who operate the Inglenook res- 
taurant in Columbia, Mo.jfia kind 
of culinary oasis in a college town 
not peatioetnrty celebrated for its 
cuisine. While the inflationary 
news of the 65-cent hamburger 
may appall old grads, Miss Cline 
assures you they sell plenty of 
them. | 

“Of course, the difference is 
that the people who make the 
25-cent hamburgers put half an 
ounce of meat in them,” she points 
out, “and we use. four ounces. 
Ours are as thick as a steak; you 
can broil ’em rare, medium, or 
well done. Most of our customers 
call for ’em grilled.” 

Missouri University students, 
faculty members, and townspeople 
who patronize Inglenook couldn't 
have a more outstanding authority 
in charge of their hamburgers. 
Along with being the hamburger 
queen of Columbia, Miss Cline is 
a national authority on meat cook- 
ery and a pioneer in its research, 
a former professor, author of text- 
books, and of the meat cookbook 
used by the Army and Navy dur- 
ing the war. 

In her spare time she is also 
food editor. for the American Res- 
taurant magazine, consultant for 
the National Association ‘of Mar- 
garine Manufacturers, president 
of the Missouri Restaurant Asso- 
ciation, and president of the Mis- 
souri Dietetic Association. It was 
in the last named capacity that 
she visited St. Louis recently to 
attend th geet Dietetic con- 
vention, and exchange shop talk 
with cee dietitians and restaura- 
teurs. 

“Most restaurants are doing an 
excellent job in the face of the 
numerous present day difficul- 
ties,’ she said, as she lunched 
with a fellow association mem- 
ber, Elizabeth McCorkle, her pro- 
fessional eye meanwhile apprais- 
ing Vandervoort’s tearoom which 
Miss McCorkle manages.

TRANGE noises in the night 

—snap, crackle and pop—are 

far more often made by com- 
plaining furniture than by visit- 
ing ghosts. 

The furniture wood expands, 
contracts and dries out—and pro- 
tests its careless treatment. 

Not always, because some of 
the sounds may’ come from new 
pieces of furniture which were 
made in a different climate. 
They're adjusting to a new cli- 
mate and the changes in the wood 
are harmless. 


But more usually, when the stil- 
ly night isn’t still at all, wood fur- 
niture is too near radiators and 
open windows. Great differences 
between night and day tempera- 
tures and humidity, continued 
nearness to radiators, unusual 
dampness at any time—all these 


may bring forth 
sounds. 

Whether or not they do, they 
can lead to deterioration of the 
wood, warping, loosening of glues 
and the spoiling of finishes. 

Keep furniture away from open 
windows and make sure that all 
pieces are at least eight inches 
from radiators.

Not only restaurants but the aver- 
age home cook, she says, wastes 
meat needlessly by improper 
cooking. 

“Any meat shrinks some as it 
cooks, no matter how you cook 
it,” she says, “but you can cut the 
shrinkage approximately in half 
by cooking at low temperatures. 
Many restaurants roast meat at 
400 degrees; we advocate 250-300. 
For the housewife with small 
roasts, 300 is all right, but for 
larger quantities, 250 is prefer- 
able. It adds to the time needed 
but doesn’t increase the work be- 
cause the meat doesn’t have to be 
watched as closély, Also there’s 
less work in cleaning up the pans 
afterwards. And the flavor of any 
meat, even steak, is much im- 
proved by low temperature cook- 
ing.”

West, not wanting to guess 
among the side suits, opened a 
trump—and right there and then 
South reflected that West must 
— had side-s@it honors to pro- 
ect. 


On the surface, since South 
would have to lose a heart, suc- 
cess or failure apparently hung 
on the diamond finesse, but South 
was in no hurry to test his luck 
in that respect. First, he could 
do some safe skirmishing. 


South drew one more round of 
trumps, then laid down the aee 
and jack of hearts. West had to 
duck—if he put up the king, his 
partner's queen could be ruffed 
out ‘on the next round, setting up 
‘dummy’s 10. So East won the 
trick with the queen and re-« 
turned a diamond. 


Declarer put up the diamond 
ace and now proceeded to run 
off trumps. West was forced to 
hold hearts and diamonds, and so 
gave up clubs. On the last 
trump West reduced his holding 
to the K-9 of hearts and the 
Q-10 of diamonds, and dummy’s 
four-card position then became 
the heart 10, a diamond and the 
A-K of clubs. East no longer 
counted. 


Now declarer cashed the two 
good clubs, and West had to 
throw in the sponge. With the 
heart .10 still in dummy, he had 
to hold the heart king, and so 
discarded the diamond 10 on the 
chance that South would be mis- 
led into finessing. But South 
was not misled. The entire course 
of play, including the opening 
lead and the defenders’ discards, 
was clear evidence as to the now- 
existing situation, and so declarer 
led dummy’s diamond to his own 
king, dropping the queen.

It is corrective first of all of 
temper in its every day form 
of self-assertion and pride. The 
man who serves from his heart 
cannot indulge in egotism. He 
represses self in order to make 
his service the more kindly. 
Each five minutes of conscien- 
tious service has the effect of 
keeping the ego disciplined and 
of -bidding it submit to a 
Higher and more Righteous 
Will. 

Self asserting man always 
tries to make an inferior feel 
the full weight of his petty im- 
portance and thus, sooner or 
later, self assertion becomes 
tyranny. Helpfulness, on the 
other hand makes the ego ap- 
pear inferior in order that the 
neighbor may be exalted.

IRREGULATED DESIRE 
also is crushed by affectionate 
helpfulness. Desire is irregu- 
lated when it makes self the 
center of all things and even 
the law to which all others 


must submit. This evil can be 
cured radically only by making 
God the object of desire.

Service of others is the high- 
est service of self, and the best 
way for any man to grow in 
grace is to move forward in 
helpfulness.
